Halt on Mine 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 31.—Efforts 
by the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica and the mine operators to collect 
funds to unionize the Williamson coal 
field in West Virginia were enjoined 
today by Federal Judge A. B. Ander- 
son. 

The order is a temporary one, but 
effective until changed by court. 
“The collection of funds” of the 
United Mine Workers, through the 
“check off” system, by which union 
membership dues are deducted from 
miners’ wages by operators throughout 
the country, was the fundamental ob- 
ject of the court's restraint, but Judge 
Anderson’s order further enjoined all 
union officials and members from seek- 


ize the Williamson field. |

We do not believe the appeal offers any basis

gia, because we consider that any pledge given 
‘by the bolshevik government is worthless. 

It is worthless because it is made by men who 
hold that any pledge given to what they call cap- 
Malist governments is of no binding force. It is 
worthless because, in spite of pretended conces- 
sions, the bolshevik politicians remain unrepent- 
ant and unaltered as to theory and, so far as dire 
conditions permit, as to practice.. Within recent 
months we have had frequent reports of these 


that “the soviet government has reéstablished pri- 
vate trading rights and private property in smal! 
enterprises and the right of concessions and leas- 
ing on big properties.” 
But these alleged ons are of the mere 
wreckage of Russian “enterprise and property, 
while the control of what of any present going 
value remains is still in’ the hands of the bolshevik 
dictatorship. 
In short, the bolshevik control, * though sur- 
rounded by secret revolt and perhaps tottering 
under pressure of the disaster it has brought upon 
the Russian people, still continues, ahd until it is 
destroyed there can be no security of life, right, or 
property“in Russia.

In about 4 per cent the 
malignancy starts in the area when 
hemorrhoids develop and may be regard- 
ed as nothing more than hemorrholds or 
a prolapse for some time. 

We should keep clearly in mind that 
the symptoms given above do not prove 
that oancer is present. They merely 
raise suspicions which should lead to 
early Cinna if followed up promptly.

Railroad circles are pondering, over a 
new plan for’ consolidation of Amer- 
jca’s railroads into thifteen systems 

@hich the Investment Bankers’ asso- 
dation made public yesterday at its 
convention in New Orleans and in Chi- 
cago simultaneously. 

The plan, which attacks the problem 
from the angle of restoration of sound 
credit for the roads, was prepared by 
John E. Oldham, a Boston banker and 
railway securities expert, and it di- 
verges considerably from the scheme 
prepared by Prof. W. Z. Ripley of Har- 
vard university for the interstate com- 
merce commission. The transporta 
act directs the commission to prepffre 
and adopt as soon as possible a plan 
for the consolidation of the railway 
properties into a limited number of 


Must Give Adequate Service. 
The Oldham plan, by way of preface, 
sets forth that “private management 
cannot continue unless it succeeds in 
furnishing the country with a system 
of transportation adequate to its needs 
at all times,” and that-if private man- 
agement fails it will mean government 
-gwnership and operation. 
_“As sound credi: 1s essential to ade- 
quate facilities and satisfactory serv- 
ios,” says the introduction, “the resto- 
ration and maintenance of credit are 
necessarily essential to assure the con- 
tinuance of private management and to 
avoid the possibility of governmgnt 
ownership.” 
Fewer Freight Cars Now. 


The roads have fewer freight cars 
than in 1917. 
2,366,000, as ‘against 2,384,000 in 1917. 
Average capacity of the cars has in- 


' creased from about forty tons to about 


forty-one and one-half tons. In the 
aggregate the tonnage of all freight 
cars has increased 3% per cent since 
1917, while meanwhile traffic demands, 
it is estimated, increase at the rate 
of 6 per cent a year normally. 

Also in September 374,000 of the 
freight cars were in bad order, as 
against a normal of 160,000. If busi- 
ness began to hum tomorrow, the old 
car shortages would soon appear 
again, and rail experts.see in this a 
handicap in the fight to make private 
operation a succers.

Creamed Jerusalem Artichokes. 


An acre of land, it is said, will -pro- 
duce from 300 to 400 bushels of Jeru- 
salem artichokes, which our farmers 
feed to hogs mainly;. yet these are ac- 
counted an excellent food for diabe- 
tics, on account of the small amount 
of starch+«in them, and because of 
particular character. A few get to 
market for men, since the vegetable 
is much appreciated by epicures. It 
compares with the parsnip for sweet- 
ness, but is on the whole a far more 
acceptable sort of sweetness. 

It is not best to boil the artichoke 
in its skin, which toughens in the 
process, while the interior becomes too 
Wet. For creaming, or for a creamed 
soup, pare this knotty, crisp tuber, 
and cook it in a small amount of water, 
either in slices or in pieces of the 
same size. When cooked it may be 
finished with hot cream and butter 
or put into a white sauce. If this lat- 
ter is rather thick it is all the better 
for being seasoned with any small 
amount of water left-over from the 
cooking of the vegetable. 

For a preparation to serve on toast 
—one cup of sauce—cut an onion fine, 
sweat or soften till tender in a table- 
spoon of butter over a small amount 
of fire, once it is melted and hot, and 
with the pan covered; add to this three 
level tablespoons of flour, stir and 
blend thoroughly, perhaps having 
added another tablespoon of butter 
and melted it or enough to blend with

Efforts to advance prices for grains 
were successful for a time, but the 
range was small and the finish easy 
with a great deal of disappointment 
shown. Interests on either side were 
unable to claim any big advantage, as 
wheat closed only %@*%c lower, corn 
off %c and oats unchanged to ce 
lower, while rye was strong on export 
buying and closed 4%@%gc higher for 
the day. 

A few local operators worked hard to 
advance prices and had the help of the 
Goodman estimate of €32,000,000 bu, or 33 
per cent of the crop and carryover, on 
farms Nov. 1. 

Selling by the northwest, combined with 
reports of a probable embargo against 
receipts at Fort William and Port Ar- 
thur, where there js 24,110,000 bu wheat, 
together with an increase of 6,000,000 bu 
in the Canadian visible, took the snap out 

- of the market and caused the bulge to be 


a smal] range, the top being $1.08% for 
December and $1.13% for May, with the 
finish %@ic above the inside. 

Bad Weather. Helps Corn. 

Bad weather and the strength in wheat 
helped corn traders to advance prices 
%c at the extreme and forced in a lot 
of local shorts. After they had finished

%o from the top, with December at 48%c 
and May 53%@53%c. Wet weather will 
delay husking and shelling of new corn.
